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1. DACCA PRESS AUGUST 22 REPORTS SHEIKH MUJIBUR RAHMAN MAY VISIT 
IRAQ, EGYPT AND KUWAIT IF, AS PRESENTLY PLANNED, HE ATTENDS THE 
UNGA SESSION. ACCORDING TO THE ACCOUNTS, THE PRIME MINISTER MAY 
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BAGHDAD AND KUWAIT WHILE RETURNING FROM THE U.S. THE DURATION OF 
THE PRIME MINISTER'S STAY IN THE U.S. IS NOT MENTIONED NOR ARE 
THE DATES OF HIS VISITS TO EGYPT. IRAQ AND KUWAIT SPECIFIED. ONE 
BENGALI DAILY SPECULATES IN LEAD ARTICLE THAT MUJIB MAY GO TO 
WASHINGTON AND MEET WITH PRESIDENT FORD. 

2. THE LOCAL PRESS ALSO REPORTS THAT FOREIGN MINISTER KAMAL 
HOSSAIN MAY VISIT FRG, FRANCE, BELGIUM AND ITALY IN EARLY 
SEPTEMBER. NO FIRM DATES ARE GIVEN. 

3. COMMENT: THE FOREIGN MINISTER IS CLEARLY PLANNING HIS 
EUROPEAN SWING WHILE ENROUTE TO NEW YORK FOR THE OPENING OF THE 
UNGA. ALL OF THE COUNTRIES TO BE VISITED ARE INVITEES TO THE AID- 
BANGLADESH CONSORTIUM WHICH IS EXPECTED TO HAVE ITS INAUGURAL 
MEETING IN MID-OCTOBER AND THUS THE FOREIGN MINISTER WILL DOUBT- 
LESS USE THE OCCASION TO PRESS THE CASE FOR GENEROSITY TOWARD 
BANGLADESH. 

4. THE PRIME MINISTER'S VISIT RAISES AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 

WHEN HIS TRAVELS WERE FIRST MENTIONED TO US, TEHRAN APPEARED TO 
STAND HIGH ON HIS LIST. THE NEWSPAPER ACCOUNT MAKES NO MENTION OF 
A VISIT TO IRAN BUT RATHER OF ONE TO KUWAIT. THE VISIT TO IRAN 

WAS SEEN (AS IS STILL THE CASE OF THE BAGHDAD STOP) AS DIRECTED 
TOWARD ELICITING ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE. SOMETHING SEEMS TO HAVE 
GONE WRONG AND WE CAN, FOR THE MOMENT, ONLY SPECULATE ON ITS 
CHARACTER. SOME BENGALEES WILL CERTAINLY THEORIZE THAT PAKISTAN 
MAY HAVE HAD A HAND IN THE MATTER AND EVEN THOUGH TEHRAN HAS 
PLACED SOME DISTANCE BETWEEN ITSELF AND ISLAMABAD. 
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
